A bill was introduced this session in the Upper House to 
amend the act respecting the sale and management of timber on 
the public lands, When the bill was under discussion in the 
Council, objection was taken to the 12th clause, which provided 
that in cases where timber is cut ou lands sold or grauted by 
the Crown, duties shall be levicd, whether letters pattent 
granting such Jand have, or have not, been issued, The bill 
Was passed by the Upper House, and the Hon. Billa Flint, on 
the second reading, among others, remarked, that the passage 
of such a bill would be for the advantage of the lumberer aud 
the public.
